The city council has unani­ 
mously adopted an ordinance which 
makes it unlawful for anyone not 
a resident to dig worms within the

and a police officer has been as­ 
signed as worm warden to take ac­ 
tion against poachers. 
For year* out of town 
people 
have been digging worms here to 
sell 
elsewhere, 
threatening 
to 
cause a vermicular famine to^ the 
despair of residents who scorn the 
use of flies. 


To abate the mosquito nuisance 
and “ for tho health and welfare of 
our 
citizens,” 
Burgess 
C. 
A. 
Hedges today issued an ultimatum 
that all weeds on unimproved lots 
in G ettysburg must be cut at once. 
A rrests are promised by the b ur­ 
gess unless the order is heeded. 
The warning of the burgess fol­ 
lows: 
“All weeds in the borough limits 
must be cut down and disposed of 
immediately. 
For the health and 
welfare of our citizens and to abate 
the mosquito nuisance all vacant 
lots must be cleaned up at once or 
arrests will follow.”

commander of the American marines 
in Nicaragua, announced yesterday 
that Major G. D. Hatfield, commander 
at Ocotal, had reported that General 
Sandino, the recalcitrant Liberal lead­ 
er, lost 300 men killed and IOO wound­ 
ed in his attack on that town. 
The 
fighting lasted for 
seventeen 
hours 
and the rebel force finally was driven 
into 
the 
mountains, 
pursued 
by 
American bombing planes which had 
taken part in the battle. 
There 
were only 
two casualties 
among the thirty-nine United States 
marines who, 
with 
a 
handlful 
of 
Nicaraguan 
constabulary, 
defended 
Ocotal. 
Private Michael A. Obleski, of Rau- 
lette, Pennsylvania, was killed and 
Private Charles Sidney Garrison, of 
Asheville, North Carolina, was seri­ 
ously wounded. 
Garrison’s chances 
for recovery, however, are said to 
good. 
He was brought to Managua 
from Ocotal by airplane, together 
with a wounded member of consvabu- 
lary. 
A private report, received by Presi­ 
dent Diaz from the Jefe Politico at 
Ocotal, describing the fighting as tcr- 
ric. 
General Sandino is believed to 
have had more than 500 mon, which 
would mean that the little body of 
marina and constabulary were out­ 
numbered 5 to I. 
One bomb dropped from a marine 
airplane on a group of rebels killed 
thirty. When the explosives began to 
rain from bombing planes 
on 
San- 
dino’s troops 
on 
the outskirts 
of 
Ocotal, they threw away their arms 
and ammunition and scattered 
in 
every direction. 
The, battle might have terminated 
in different fashion had it not been for 
two scouting planes 
from Managua. 
Swinging across tho island on a rou­ 
tine “look-see,” the machine traversed 
the lines after the fighting had pro­ 
gressed several hours 
arui 
brought 
word here. 
A squadron of five bombers was or­ 
dered out at once by Brig.-Gen. Logan 
Poland. 
Driving full speed the JIO 
miles intervening, despite a tropical 
storm, they swung low across the at­ 
tacking lines, raking riflemen and ma­ 
chine gunners with point-blank fire. 
Sarulino is believed to be fleeing to 
the fastnesses of the northeast with a 
handful of men. 
Ocotal has the appearance of a big 
graveyard. The authorities are clean­ 
ing up the city as rapidly as possible, 
fearing un epidemic. 
Flocks of vul­ 
tures reached the bodies, which were 
at some distance from Ocotal, before 
the burial parties could arrive on the 
scene. 
There is no news 
available 
from 
Ocotal except such as is brought by 
airplane since all telegraph and tele­ 
phone wires have been cut. Scouting 
and bombing planes were dispatched 
to Ocotal Monday morning ami 
re­ 
turned in 
the afternoon. 
Major Hatfield and his fellow- offi­ 
cers today were receiving congratula­ 
tions from 
Nicaraguan government 
officials on the bravery shown by the 
American force in the face of such 
great odds. 
General Sardine is said 
to 
have 
promised his followers that if they 
captured Ocotal they could loot it at 
win.
